New claims 30-32 ihave now been; added. No new matter has been added. Support for 
the new elaims caii be found, for example, in original ciaims 1, 7, 9, 10 and 12. 

Upon entry of this amendment, claims i-5, 8-24 and 3 0-3 2 will be pending.

Independent claim 1 of the present application has no w^ been amended so as to recite 
the features of allowable claim 6, See Detailed Action, Page 3, Thus, it is respectfully 
subinitted that amended claim 1 is aHowable, Because claims 2-5, 8. % 22 and 23 depend 
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from elaim 1, it is respectfuny submitted that claims 2-5, 8, 9, 22 and 23 are als;0 allowable 
for at lea;st this reason. 

Aecordingiy, reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection of claims 1-5, 8, % 22 
and 23 under 35 U.S.C, § 102(b) is respectfally requested,

Applicants gratefully ackrm the Examiner's indication that claims 6, 7 and 10- 
22 would be allow^able if rewritten in independent form. Indepeiident claiin 1 has now been 

amended so as to recite the teatures of allow^able claim 6, vvhich has now been cancelled. 
Hew independent claims 30-32 respectively correspond to claims 7, 10 and 12 rewritten in 
independent form as described below. 

V, New Claim^s 

New independent claim 30 recites the subject matter of allowabfe claim 7. New' 
independent claim 3 ! recites the subject matter of allowable claim 10 (including the subject 
matter of intervening elaim. 9), New independent claim 32 recites the subject matter of 
allowable claim 12. 

Thus, it is respectfully submitted thai new independent claims 30-32 are allowable tot 
at least the same respective reasons as claims 7, 10 and 12 are.
